Bow Insects Breathe. 


If we take any moderately large insect 


,—say a wasp or a hornet—we can see, 
even with the naked eye, that a series of 
small spotlike marks run along the side 
of the body. 
These apparent spots, 


which are eighteen or twenty in num- 
ber, are in fact the apertures through 
which air is admitted into the system, 
and are generally formed in such a man- 
ner that no extraneous matter can by 
any possibility find entrance. 


Sometimes they are furnished -with a 


pair of horny caps, -which can be opened 
and closed at the will of the insect; in 
other cases they are densely fringed with 
stiff interlacing bristles forming a filter, 
which allows air, and air alone, to pass; 
but the apparatus, of whatever charac- 
ter it may be, is so wonderfully perfect 
in its actions that it has been found im- 
possible to injure the body of a dead in- 
sect with even so subtle a medium as 
spirits of wine, although the subject was 
first immersed in the fluid and then 
placed beneath the receiver of an air 
pump. The apertures in question com- 
municate with two 
large breathing 


tubes, which extend through the entire 
length of the body. 


From these main tubes are given off 


innumerable branches, which run in all 
directions and continually divide and 
subdivide, until a wonderfully intricate 
network is formed pervading every part 
of the structure and penetrating even to 
the antennae.—Lutheran Observer.

It is announced that a scheme for col- 


onizing negroes on the Pacific Coast is 
under full headway and will be given a 
fair trial. Senator Stanford is said to be 
interested in the movement, and it is 
predicted that within i year fifty thous 
and or more colored people may find cm 
ployment in the Pacific States. 


The New 
York Herald 
approve 


the scheme, and says there is a good deal 
of sound liorsi sense in the movement. 
The Chinese are neither liked or trusted, 
as they are not simply aliens by birth, 
but by (ill the habits and customs of life. 
The negro, on the other hnnd, has a vote, 
and he will liro and die in the country, 
and ho wants a home and a chance to 
live. 
The South can spare a sufficient 


number to supply the needs of California, 
and that State, the Herald says, is offer- 
ing homestead inducements which ought 
to tempt a great many of the more 
thrifty among the colored people to try 
their fortune in this new field. 


The Herald is probably unaware of the 


fuel that some years ago several hundred 
negroes were taken to California by Curr 
andHaggin with the view of coloni/int; 
them on their ranches in Kern county. 
For some reason the experiment was not 
a success, and it wn? reported that many 
of the colored people drifted back to the 
States whence they 
came originally. 


Possibly if a large number were to come 
to the coast they wonld be more con- 
tented. 
As the Chinese are steadily de- 


creasing in number and must continue to 
do so if the Restriction Act is enforced 
there ought to be room for several thous- 
and colored people to take the places of 
the Chinamen as domestics and ns labor- 
ers where tlie-wnges and the work would 
not be satisfactory to white people.

Stephen B. Elkius, who says ho likes 


to talk politics, and, if reports ba true, 
is not over scrupulous in his methods of 
conducting political campaigns, is of the 
opinion that Governor Pattison of Pen- 
nsylvania is the most formidible rival or 


Cleveland and Hill for the Democratic 
nomination for tho Presidency. 
Mr. 


Elkins says nearly all the Western uieo 
he has talked with spoke with the great- 
est enthusiasm of the handsome Pennsyl- 
vanian who has twice carried the great- 
est Republican State, and he would be 
sure to carry it again for the Presidential 
ticket if he should be at its head. 


While Mr. Elkius dissents from the 


opinions of the Western men regarding 
Governor Pattison's ability to carry Pen 
nsylvania next year, he is too shrewd a 
politician to not see that he is about as 
strong a man as tho Democrats could 
nominate for President. 
As Governor of 


Pennsylvania he has proved to bo above 
reproach or suspicion of corruption. 
He 


is able, honest and fearless in tho per- 
formance of his duty, and the implacable 
foe of plundering cliques and rings, lie 
is popular in his own State, which ho 
has carried twice for Governor, overcom- 
ing immense majorities. 
He has a much 


larger following in the West than Cleve- 
land, who, by reason of his opposition to 
silver, could not expect to carry a State 
west of the Ohio against a free coinage 
man.

There are 14,000 bakers in London, of 


whom 5,000 are foreigners, mostly Ger- 
mans. Foremen bakers get from five 
dollars to eight dollars a week, second 
lands from four dollars to five dollars a 
week, third hands from two dollars to 
three dollars a wesk. The hours of labor 
range from twelve to fifteen hours a day 
and on Saturdays from twenty to twen- 
ty-three hours. Most of tho small bakers 
act as their own foremen. 


The majority of the bakehouses are 


miserable underground cellars, overrun 
with roaches, mice and other vermin. 
The cellars are so ill ventilated and so 
unhealthy that the bakers are subject to 


number of special diseases, all of 


which may be communicated to the con- 
sumers of the bread they make, for they 
are mostly diseases of the skin, and the 
bakers in these dons, as a rule, work 
stark naked from their waists up, and 
there is generally no accommodation of 
any kind for washing except in the 
kneading tubs.—New York Recorder.

The American Agriculturalist, in its an- 


nual review of the harvest makes estimates, 
which, if within bounds, makes this a 
profitable year for 
farmers. 
It esti- 


mates that tho farm proflU this year will 
be $1,000,000,000 moie than daring the 
recent years of depression. On the basis 
of present prospects the oorn crop of 1801 
is estimated to be 2,000,000,000 bushels; 
wheac 500,000,000bushels; oats022,000,000 
buahols. In 1890 the wheat crop was 1,- 
500,000,000 bushels, and oats 24,000,000 
bushels. The total yield of wheat, corn 
and oats on the basis of this estimate will 
be 28,8 per cent, greater than lost year, 
and 14,7 per cent, above the average of the 
preceding e'oven years, On tbia bnsis the 
value of the corn crop will be to farmers 
$1,000,000,000; wheat, $500,000,000, and 
oats $250,000,000. This is $450,000,000 more 
than the value of these crops in 1890, and 
$625,000,000 more than the' value of the 
average of these crops from 1880 to 1890, 
inclusive. 


Cotton and rice will command better 


prices than last season. Cattle are worth 
one-third more than eighteen months ago, 
with other live stock in proportion, 
To- 


bacco ia advancing heavily. 
Hops ore 


fltm at good prices. 
Winter fruit will 


command targe values, and all vegetables 
are yielding fairly, -with every indication of 
a remunerative market. 


The export outlook was never butter. 


Immensely increased sums will be sent to 
the United States for our produce. Of 
course, ulterior influences may interfere 
with these brilliant predictions, but it is 
almost certain that farmers will receive 
better profits on their crops than ever be- 
fore.
